‘Defiant  Ones’  is  Worth  Seeing

So  many  reviewers  have  laud- 
ed “The  Defiant  Ones”  it  is 
hard  to  say  something  that  has 
not  already  been  uttered,  if  not 
once,  aVleast  three  or  four  times. 

But  I have  to  agree  with  the 
general  critic’s  consensus:  “Baby- 
face  Curtis’  ’has  finally  come  out 
with  something  to  overshadow 
the  trash  that  has  been  his  lot 
previously.  In  partnership  with 
Sidney  Poitier  Curtis  turned  out 
a performance  that  will  be  re- 
membered for  some  time  to 
come. 

The  production  bristled  with 
symbols — at  times  overwhelm- 
ing in  their  effect,  and  at  other 
times  delicately  subtle.  Some 
rock  and  roll  from  a portable 
radio  and  Poitier’s  singing  pro- 
vided the  sole  musical  score. 
Someone  did  some  wonderful  ed- 
iting in  this  respect. 

x “The  Defiant  Ones”  depend- 
ed a great  deal  upon  editing,  as‘ 
well  as  scene  shifting,  for  its 
pace  — a perfectly  legitimate 
method  in  this  medium. 

I was  disappoifited  though  that 

Curtis  was  disarmingly  unmussed 
after  numerous  scuffles.  Also, 
after  the  boys  had  narrowly  es- 
caped drowning  they  casually 
had  a smoke  from  a pack  mir- 
aculously waterproof  and  un- 
scathed from  the  sins  of  the 
world. 

The  easy-going  sheriff  was 
played  to  a “T”  as  was  the  state 
police  sergeant  — an  actor  seen 
on  many  TV  serials  playing  him- 
self. He  played  himself  in  this 
part  too,  but  was  so  nauseatingly 
natural  that  the  casting  can  be 
forgiven  in  this  instance. 

Overlooking  the  Hollywood- 
esque  type  tritisms  that  are  kept 
to  an  illigitimate  low,  the  picture 
is  outstanding — unique  for  Star- 
ville. 

Its  greatest  dramatic  vehicle 
is  its  pack  of  symbols.  These 
should  be  looked  for.  They  pro- 
vide much  food  for  thought,  as 
well  as  entertainment.

Kurt  Weinzinger,  member  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Music  Faculty,  has  recently  com- 
pleted a composition  for  the  A 
Cappella  Choir. 

Mr.  Weinzinger,  after  hearing 
the  A Cappella  Choir’s  spring 
concert  last  year,  was  impressed 
with  the  selection  and  perform- 
ance of  their  music.  That  even- 
ing he  began  to  compose  “Org- 
anum  Novum”  which  he  dedicat- 
ed to  the  choir. 

The  composition’s  title  in- 


directly indicates  the  style  in 
which  it  is  written.  “Organum” 
is  an  early  type  of  music  writ- 
ten with  a harmony  using  para- 
llel, fourths,  and  fifths.
